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4-. Conversally, Miller contends that the FBI does, or logic- 
ally should have, additional records/information related to him 
due to Miller's activities subsequent to the Rochester, Hew York 
investigation. (Miller's Affidavit 515-1 3> Exhibits,. (A) & (B) ) 
Miller was placed on the Witness Protection Program (WPP) in 
1988 (which the FBI facilitated) and subsequently— after leaving 
the WPP— became associated with various international law enforce- 
ment investigations in and around St. Kitts/Hevis area of the 
Caribbean Islands. (Miller's Affidavit 115-13, Exhibits (A) & (B) . 

5. It is simply unbelievable that the FBI did not generate a 
single shroid of documents related to Miller and his activities 
that post-date the Rochester, Hew York, investigation. The 
existance of records subject to FOIA is a geniune question of 
fact. Weisberg v. U.S. Dept. of Justice , 627 F.2d 365 (D.C. 
Oir. 1980). 

6. Miller alleges that the FBI does have additional records/ 
information that are subject to release under FOIA and the FBI 
asserts to the contrary. Consequently, there is a genuine issue 
of material fact in dispute.
